Water‘ Commissioner Ben C. Adkins 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
that the restoration of the western half 
of Forest Park by the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition Co. falls far short of 
the plans approved by the ssoard of 
Puouc Improvements in June, 1905. Mr. 
Adkins said that the condition of the 
park is not such as should meet with the 
approval of the Board, of which he is 
a member. 

r. Adkins and other members of the 
Board of Public Improvements are of 
the opinion, however, that the city has 
no power to compel the Exposition com- 
pany to do anything more than it has 
done, and that it will have to accept 
the park, formal tender of which was 
made by Secretary Stevens Wednesday, 
even if its condition does not meet with 
the approval of the Board. 

The Exposition company says that the 
betterments and improvements made 
during the last three years, exclusive of 
the Art Museum and the steel statue of 
St. Louis, represent an outlay of $500,000, 
Under the terms of the ordinance the 
Exposition eompany is required merely 
te remove the buildings, tramways, rub- 
a and debris from the park, plant 

build roadways and sod the 
pocan ‘ 
Ordinance and Plans Indefinite. 

How many trees and shrubs were to 
be planted, how mutch and what kind 
of roadways were to be built, or what 


other improvements were to be made,, 


are not specified in the ordinance, and 
President O'Reilly of the Board 6f Pub- 
lic Improvements states that the plans 
approved in June, 1905, do not throw any 
light on this subject. 

Under these conditions, according to 
President O'Reilly, what the World's 
Fair has done in the way of restora- 
tion has been practically voluntary, as 
the city had no means by which it could 
force the company to do anything. Pres- 
ident O'Reilly reiterites his statement 
that he sees no reason why the city 
shall not accept the park. 

“The site,’ said Water Commissioner 
Adkins, “‘is not in a condition which 
should meet the board's approval. The 
board's discretion is to decide whether 
the work conforms to the plans made 
by the Exposition company and ap- 
proved by the board in 19. The work 
done falis far short of these plans. 

“The Park Commissioner is the ar- 
biter. 
tory then we shall have to accept the 
park. If-he says the park is satisfac- 
tory the city has no power to enforce 
the ordinance requiring the Exposition 
company to restore the park.”’ 

Joseph P. Whyte, Harbor and Wharf 
Commissioner, said that he did not care 
‘to express an opinion as to whether the 
park is in a condition to be received. 


Some Conditions Improved. 


Park Commissioner Scanlan said that 
he was not familiar enough with the 
present condition of the site to express 
an. opinion. 

“T shall go carefully over the park 
before the board meets to consider the 
matter of accepting it,"’ said Commis- 

Scanian. ‘Undoubtedly some con- 
which prevailed before the fair 
have been remedied, especially regard- 
ing River des, Peres, which formerly 


@overfiowed its old channel and flooded 


many acres of the park. The artificial 
channel is an improvement of great 
value to the city.”’ 
Commissioner Fardwell Satisfied. 
Sewer Commissioner Fardwell said: 
“The grounds are unquestionably in 
Tauch better condition than they were 
before the Fair, and much better, too, 
than I expected. There is’one feature 
‘that I would like to see added, but 1 
will take that up with the Board when 
it meets to consider the acceptance of

Mayor Wells’ action in calling ‘on the 
Board of Eiection Commissioners Thurs- 
day for the official returns of the free 
bridge bond issue election of June 12, 
1906, was taken by many persons at the 
City Hall as indicating an intention to 
the Chouteau avenue free bridge bill, 
now in his hands. His message on the 
bill. which is in preparation, is expect- 
ed Friday or Monday. 

The Mayor refused to state to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter his reason for asking 
for the returns. 

Affirmative Vote Nearly Half. 

The official figures show that, with a 
registration of 113,519, there were 61,988 
voters for the free bridge proposition, 
6491 against it and 896 spoiled ballots. 
The affirmative vote thus was about 45 
per cent of the total number of reg- 
istered voters. 

The other bond issue propositions, in- 
volving an expenditure of $7,700,000, car- 
ried by amaller pluralities thin did the 
free bridge. .Their execution has been 
carried on by the Mayor and other city 
officials, without reference to the vote 
by which they passed. 

Elected by 34 Per Cent. 

In the election of 1905, the vote by 
which Mayor Wells was elected was 34 
per cent of the total registration, and 
about 4000 short of being a majority of 
all the votes cast. His plurality over 
the Republican candidate was 130, and 
the Socialist and Public Ownership can- 
didates received 8442 votes. 

In the Mayor’s ward, the Twenty-fifth, 
the free bridge got 51 per cent of the 
total registration, while th Mayor, a@ lit- 
tle mer> than a yar before, got 39.7 per 
cent of the ward’s total enrollment.

At the conclusion of Mrs. Bradley's 
testimony, the alienists subpenaed by 
the defense will be called to the stand 
and a hypothetical question bearing on 
Mrs. Bradley’s méntal condition at the 
time of the tragedy will be submitted 
to them.

Brown’s Love Letters. 

More than a hundred of Brown’s let- 
ters to the woman were introduced in 
court for the purpose of identification, 
and a smaller number from her to 
Brown were presented for the same pur- 
pose. In addition three or four of her 
letters were read as a part of her cross- 
examination, showing that the Govern- 
ment will rely largely on the letters to 
sustain its contention that the killing 
Vas premeditated 

The letters have been classified by 
both sides and they will be presented to 
the jury from time to time as the case 
progresses. 

In most of the letters from Senator 
Brown to Mrs. Bradley he addresses her 
as ‘‘Dolly,’’ but this is frequently 
changed for the words “Sweetheart,” 
“Love,” “Beloved,” ‘‘Dear @eart,”’ “An- 
gel,”’ ‘Darling,’ *‘Wife,” and ‘L. M. J.” 
The meaning of the initials, as was de- 
veloped in Mrs. Bradley’s test@mony yes- 
terday, was ‘“‘Little Mint Julep,”’ which 
was one of his pet names for her. 

Reproached Her in Letter. 

The letters are full of endearing 
phrases, and in them the Senator laid 
bare many phases of his character. He 


complained frequently of Mrs. Bradley’s 


association with ‘‘Margie,’’ whose full 
name Mrs. Bradley yesterday declined 
to give. 

“T have been and am so cross and 
savage at your performances and viola- 
tions of your pledges to me that I can 
hardly see; but cannot leave this letter 
without telling what I think—that 
love you more than ai the world; sick 
without you. Life is wretched when you 
are doing these things. What can fi do 
to help you? I sent you a check for $50 
and telegraphed Jones to pay you $26. 
Did you get both? Do write. Do try at 
least to be good and true to me. I love 
you, J love you.” 

On May 4, 1902, he wrote Mrs. Brad- 
ley telling her of his illness and his 
participation in a law suit and added: 

“Will wire you daily. I received your 
dispatch this morning and two yes- 
terday. You must let me know in 
advance of your necessities; will send 
you more money in a day or two, 
anyway. I am loving you today and 
all day yesterday felt the thril! of 
your love.” 

Loved Her All the Time, 

On the same day he addressed an- 
other letter to Mrs. Bradley in which 
he told her that he had written MAfs. 
will and would forward it to her for 
safekeeping, adding: 

“Tl am worrying about you today, but 
loving you intensely. I love you all 
the time. Will wire you until I go to 
the farm, daily.”’ 

On the next day hesaid: ‘‘The morn- 
ing is very bright, and after I looked 
at your picture I felt the warm thrill 
of love and life and know,that you will 
get my telegram and wiil love me and 
know that I love you. Will send an- 
other tonight.”’ 

He then again speaks of his sick- 
ness of the day before and adds: 


Sent $125 to Her. 

“T get so tired nights; I cannot sleep 
or think. But, darling, if I once get 
so that I can live with rou night and 
will grow young and happy 
together. I believe that day is at hand. 
I sent you $80 last night, making $125 
since you have been in Los,’’—evident- 
ty meaning Los Angeles, where she was 
then. 

In many of his letters Senator Brown 
made inquiries concerning persons whom 
Mrs. Bradley had mentioned in her 
letters, at one time mentioning ‘‘Clar- 
ence,”’ at ancther, “FitzHugh’’ and at 
another time, “Dr. Betts.’’ He made 
complaints about the presence with her 
of her relatives and asked her to get 
rid of them. Of Df. Betts he said: 

“T never heard of him; I do not need 
him or any other men at The Angeieus. 
I don’t believe it right for him to be 
gushing over you there.” 

‘I suppose you think this is another 
illustration of my ‘viciousness,’ I think 
so myself. I presume you will not write 
and do other things to wring my heart. 
If 1 did not love you so Intensely | 
would not care, but my love has become 
a mania that masters all thohght and 
purpose.

In the next letter he asks, ‘“‘“How old 
is Wilmer?” and also tnquires, ‘Does 
he etay at your house most of time?’

Received Bitter Letters, 

On May 12 he complains of receiving 
more of her “‘bitter letters, and said: “I 
never intended to taunt you; I intend 
nothing but love and devotion. I am 
yours, as the letters I send today will 
show you.’ Further on in this same 
letter he speaks again of his will and 
says: ‘‘It gives you more than any child. 
It is exactly as you and I planned. If 
you have not destroyed it, do not. If 
you have, I will try to write another, 
but you made a great mistake in de- 
stroying ‘it. It wag not against my 
judgment; it was my better judgment.” 

In another letter of the same date he 
again refers to the will and makes re- 
nonstrances, as he did in other letters, 
against Mrs. Bradley’s communications 
with a relative named Clarence. After 
dwelling at some length on this point, 
he says: 

“I have not time or strength to dis- 
cuss it; I only know that you and I 
are so wedded that we make only our- 
selves miserable when we quarrel. We 
will never be separated; we are one and 
must ever be. Let us leave all other 
things aside and see how we can make 
life pleasant to each other. “Wet us do 
our duty to each other.” In this letter 
he promised to go to Los Angeles to 
bring her back to Utah. 

The next day he wrote: “Do not 
worry, darling. I will brush away your 
trdubles and wipe away your tears. I 
will try very hard to make you happy 
in life. Be happy. Be your own light- 
hearted self. I love you; I worship you; 
I am your husband.” : 

He tells her that he wants her to 
buy good clothes. 


Rebuked for Being Gay. 

In a letter dated May 16, he remon- 
strates with Mrs. Bradley for going out 
to places of gayety and admonishes her 
that she should give the better portion 
of her time ‘‘too little Arthur Brown.”’ 
He adds: ‘‘Have him learn his letters. 
Keep at him till he has the wit and 
brilliancy of his mother. He ig your 
charge. You need no nunnery while he 
is with you. Remember the quotation, 
‘Your blood with mine comingled yet 
shall mount the throne of kings.’’’ He 
closes the letter as follows: ‘‘My love, 
my dear little weepie, I am today more 
determined than ever that we shall, be- 
fore the world, be all that we are to 
each other, You are the one that, above 
all others, governs and controls me. 
I love you, I love you; oh, how I want 
to hold you in my arms forever; I will 
do it forever.”’

Three 
young children were rescued in time by 
the nurse and sent to an orphan asy- 
lum. 


This black boy, who can hardly write 
his name and whe has never read a 
book, and who has not had a new suit

’ Volk’s Thanksgiving proclamation is the 
longest document of the kind ever is- 
‘sued in Missouri. After the usual con- 
sideration of conditions and fixing 
o fthe date as Nov. SS, the proclamation 
contains advice and suggestions as fol- 
lows: 

“Bach of us, whether in public office 
or private station, has his duties and 
responsibilities. It is just as essential 
for the private citizen to discharge the 
responsibilities resting upon him as it 
is for the faithful carrving out of po- 
litical obligations in ‘the public service. 
That character of the average indiwidual 
on which free government rests is 
strong in proportion as it draws its in- 
spiration from divine sources, which 
gives strength to meet courageously the 
duties of life and fulfill each obligation 
with fidelity. 

“Not only have our people prospered 
in- things material, but moral prosperity 
is everywhere apparent. The age of 
conscience is before us, not buried. in 
the past, and it will come about when 
there is more of the golden rule and iess

when the doctrine of brotherhood and 
equal rights becomes the standard for 
governmental action and private con- 
duct.

“In the dawn of this better day let 
us take care in charging wrongdoing 
lest, by charging where it does not ex- 
ist, injustice be done, but once sure 
of the evil, let us be certain in its ex- 
termination.

WASHINGTON, Nov. °21.—Secretary 

Taft is shortening his trip and hurrying 

home in consequence of orders received 

from the President, who desires to take 
action upon the third-term situation. 

The President ordered him to return 
while he was at Manila but the Secre- 
tary wanted to complete his journey, 
and would not come. Now, in response 
to further telegrams, he has agreed to 
abandon jis visit to Berlin and cut down 
his stay in Russia. 

‘The reason for the President's reti- 
cence on the third-term question of late 
has been due to the way in which he is 
tied up to Taft. He wants to have a 
full conference with the Secretary and 
go over the whole presidential situation 
with him. It is probable that after this 
conference a statement will bé issued 
which will clear the situation. 

Situation Much Altered, 

The way in which the third-term boom 
has been pushed to the front in the past 
few days has altered the situation very 
greativ from what it was when. Taft 
Started his trip. The President is un- 
der a definite pledge to Taft, according 
to information here. Taft's ambition 
Was originally for the Supreme Bench, 
not for the presidency. When Mr. 
Roosevelt finally persuaded him to enter 
the presidential race, a promise was 
made that Roosevelt would not be a can- 
didate. 

Taft will stay only a few days in St. 

Petersburg to see the Czar; he will give 

up his trip to Moscow and will cut Ber- 

lin out of his itinerary. This will en- 
able him to get home by Dec. 14. The 
official explanation is that Berlin Is cut 
out because it would not be proper to 
visit one capital without visiting others

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 21.—Attor- 
ney-General Hadley today declined to 
institute quo warranto proceedings to 
oust the present grand jury in, Kansas 
City, refusing the request of attorneys 
for theater owners in Kansas City that 
he do so.

CUTS THROAT IN ATTEMPT TO

Louisianan Tries Suicide in Presence 
of Surgeons at a Medical 
College.

DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 21.—W. E. Duke 
of Marmenteau, La., stood in the street 
in front of a medical college in East 
Daas last evening and in the -pres- 
ence of many doctors and students at- 
tending lectures, cut his throat in nu- 
merous places, severing the windpipe 
and the jugular vein. 

Doctors rendered quick surgical as- 
sistance and removed the man to St. 
Paul's Sanitarium. 

A note found in his pocket read: ‘I 
am a pauper from sickness. I bequeath 
my body to the Southwestern Institute. 
I have nothing on earth to pay burial 
expenses. My family is needing the 
necessities of life.”

Charles A. Parker was first vice-presi- 
Railroa 1 
and second vice-president of the C., H. 
& LD. Railroad. He took prussic acid 
in Cincinnati, Nov. 16, 1904, and four 
days later, while he was being buried 
in St. Louis, Miss Elsie Gesterling, 
whom he had visited in Chicago just 
before his death, drank poison there 
and died instantly, 

Ever since Charles A. Parker’s deatl, 
his brother has brooded over it almost 
constantly. A year-ago he was struck 
on the head by a highwayman in Lofis- 
ville, and his friends think this slightly 
unbalanced his mind, increasing his de- 
spondency over the suicide. 

Wife Is Too Late. 

Harry L. Parker lived at 1324 Second 
street in Louisville. His wife was 
awakened early Wednesday by hearing 
him moving about the room and mut- 
tering to himself. He sat down in a 
rocking chair, and she saw the dim 
gleam of a revolver as he placed it 
against his temple. Before she could 
reach his side he had put a bullet into 
his brain. 

Mr. and Mrs. Parker have two chil- 
dren. She says her husband’s affection 
for his older brother was deep, and 
that he seemed never to recover from 
the sheck of the Cincinnati suicide. 

Tre first report on Charles Allen 

Parker’s death was that heart failure 
caused it, and no inquest was held. But 
repeated rumors that it was suicide 
caused the Coroner to investigate, and 
he returned a verdict of suicide by 
prussic acid, after Mr. Parker had been 
buried in St. Louis. 
' Mrs. Parker was visiting here at the 
time of the suicide. The body was 
brought to St. Louis in a’ special car, 
and the funeral was attended by rail- 
road men from all parts of the United 
States. 

On the same day Miss Gesterling killed 
herself in the Hotel Vendome in Cnicago, 
where Mr. Parker had visited her the 
week before. .They had ben friends in 
Denver, before Mr. Parker went to Cin- 
cinnati, and it was said at the time that 
a suicide compact between them was 
fulfilled by her death. Her mother 
could give no explanation of her death. 
The Gesterlings were well-to-do, and 
the young woman was described as 
beautiful,

Court, speaking last night before a large 
and distinguished audience in Carnegie 
Hall, criticised and condemned Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, accusing him among 
other things of playing a political game 
of hide and seek with the American peo- 


ple. 
The speaker drew anh open comparison 


‘between Roosevelt and Hughes, saying 


ironically that while it had been said 
of Roosevelt while Governor of New 
York that he had discovered the Ten 
Commandments, Gov. Hughes had done 
more—he had discovered the Golden 
Rule. 

Justice Brewer was frequently ap- 
plauded. His address, delivered as it 
was at the opening public meeting of the 
Civil Forum, a new non-partisan, non- 
sectarian organization, and following as 
it did a speech by Gov. Hughes, created 
a profound impression. Many in the 
audience believed they saw a _ veiled 
attack on the President. 

Gov. Hughes, who was also a speaker, 
had left before Justice Brewer began to 
speak, so he escaped the embarrassment 
of hearing himself praised to the detri- 
ment of Roosevelt. 

The Extremes of Government. 

“Despotism and a mob are the two 
extremes of government. [n the @ne the 
people have nothing to say, and in the 
other they have unrestrained voice. True 
democracy occupies the middle ground. 
The more constant and universal the 
voice of the people, although not infre- 
quently changing its tone, the nearer the 
approach to an ideal gevernment. Ini- 
tiative and referendum make public 
opinion, the quality controlling. The 
more promptly and more fuily public 
officers corry into effect such public 
opinion, the more truly is government 
of and by the people realized. 

“Hasty legislation, if not always,. is 
often a step backward. Many a Dill 
needs executive veto and in New York 
State it gets it. If legislation were al- 
ways wise, then the constitution would 
be a mistake, for that attempts to con- 
fine legislation within certain limits. 

Constitution Not a Criminal Code. 


“The constitution is not . criminal 
code. It is a theory of government and 
is not to be read in favor of anybody, 
but is an instrument whose clear words 
have the force of vital and solemn truth 
binding on the majority as well as the 
minority. In the light of these general 
thoughts what are the relations of pub- 
lic officials to public opinion? 

‘Is the office holder an agent or a 
ruler? No one doubts that it is a base 
betrayal of trust for an officer, elected 
upon one platform with a view, perhaps, 
of carrying its set of principies into leg- 


islation, to turn around, after securing. 


his office and support the opposite side. 
For there is an implied promise in the 
acceptance of an officer, and it is the 
idea of popular government that the 
judgment, legally expressed by the peo- 
ble, shall not be deflected by any indi- 
rect influences and the shifting of opin- 
ion on the part of the representatives. 


Executives Are Real Rulers. 


“In this country we elect political of- 
ficers generally for short and specific 
terms. For the term elected, ruling of 
course in accordance with constitutional 
provisions, the one selected is a ruler. 
He may be impulsive, enthusiastic, 
strenuous, exhibiting a spectacular and 
dramatic life, or calm and eas ee in 
administration. 

**No one doubts that President melek 
volt or Gov. Hughes is a ruler. Neither 
one is absolute. Each is subject to lim- 
itation. The ruling of his power is pre- 
scribed, yet within that range each is 
most emphatically a ruler. 

“The President is the chicf magistrate 
of this nation, not for his glory, but for 
our good. Indeed, his greatest glory 
should be in accomplishing the most for 
out welfare, and In the abundance of the 
business and prosperity he brings to the 
people, rather than in the splendor of 
his surroundings, or even in the number 
and magnifidence of his ironclads. 

“It may not be generally known that 
the cenvention that framed the constl- 
tution at first prescribed a presidential! 
term of seven years, with a prohibi- 
tion on re-election; and only as the 
convention was nearing its end—and, so 
far as the record shows, without any 
discussion or suggestion of reason there- 
for—this was changed into a four-years 
term and without the ineligibility.

The Cleveland Gazette, which is the organ of 
the colored people of Northern Ohio, is out with 
a jubilee number, celebrating the election of ‘Tom 
Johnson and claiming that the negro vote was of 
important assistance to him.

The ferce 
of a right hand delivery for so short 
a boxer is astonishing. A less heavy 
ball is substituted, and the leg work 
is shown to perfection. Burns then 
skips with the rope here and there, 
and is as light on his feet as the lady 
artiste who performs with the skip- 
ping rope what is termed in the pro- 
fession a ‘‘toe solo.” 


With the gloves and dumbbells 


Burns now occupines the area of the 
floor, tighting an imaginary foe. He 
goes through all the maneuvers of a 
fight—ijitting, stopping, stepping 
back out of danger, cross countering 
feinting for an opening, sending the 
right across at close quarters with 
half-arm delivery. in-fighting and 
flush hits, and winds up with another 
melee at express speed. There is no 
time limit, no reference to the watch. 
Burns proceeds until he himself is 
satistied. The same remark applies 
to the three sharp rounds with his 
sparring partner, Jem Styles. 

The bout is brisk and lively and brings 
to a conclusion the day's work.

Once More and Then—

team. 

Outside of Pittsburg, it is hard to see 
what club will be able to give the Cubs 
a tussle next season. Pittsburg, to date, 
is not strong enough to beat the Chi-,

velop a couple of strong pitchers for 
next season, he might be able to nose 
out even the Cubs. New #$£=York can 
hardly hope to do it next season with 
so Many green men working in the line- 
up. but after a season of fighting for 
Gotham, they, too, should be a worthy 
foe. ~Philadelphia and 3rooklyn also 
are fast coming to the top and after an- 
other season will be ready to fight with 
the top teams with an equal chance. 

Fourth Is Elusive. 

Chicago, Boston, Baltimore and Pitts- 
burg have in the past years of the Na- 
tional League succeeded in capturing 
the pennant three times in succession, 
but not one of them was able to stand 
the strain of landing it a fourth time. 
€hnance realizes his opportunity to ac- 
complish something never yet done in 
the National League, and believing he 
has the right kind of mettle in his young 
and speedy players, he is going to set 
out on the task.

Even the old Baltimore Orioles in their 
palmy days could land the flag but 
three times and every one at that time 
declared the Baltimore team the great- 
est that ever had ever been organized. 

3ut Frank Chance has as likely a 
bunch oft piayers as those terrors that 
played on the Orioles team of past years 
and it is hard to see where a single 
spot of the Chicago team is going to 
weaken inside of two years. So it would 
seen that the only way for another 
team to beat Chance out of his ambition 
will be for that team to rais? itself 
*bove the present stardard of the Chi- 
cago team, a matter not easily accom- 
plished. 

Good Material on Hand, 

Chance has four outfielders still voung 
in vears and by no means ready to begin 
dectining in ebtlity. He has six infield- 
ers, all of whom are good for more 
than two years in the big league, and 
ic is hard to see where even:‘one of them 
is going to fade in the next three or four 
Seusons. 

There are a pair of catchers both 
yvouns.. and one of.them the star of all 
men at that position. There are at teast 
a half Gozen pitchers who have several 
seasons yet before they need to scek 
minor league berths or begin playing 
some other pcsition. 

So it Weu.d seem that Chance is ex- 
cellently situated to attempt such a task 
as winning four pennants in succession, 
bt just the sume, theré is hardiv a man 
in the country who would risk a wager 
that be will do it. The past two seasons 
the Cubs beve searcely been moles:ed 
by the other tcams. of the League and 
simply breezed through the race never 
extended.

Woman Asserts She Was the 
Common Law Wife of 
Fort Worth Man.

Re‘atives of Dead Man Battle 
to Disprove the Plain- 
tiff’s Story.

WBATHERFORD, Tex., Nov. 
suit over the $20,000 estate of William 
Hendricks, now in progress at Fort 
Worth, has brought out an exceptional 
instance of Woman's devotion. Margaret 
L. Hendricks, who claims to have been 
Hendricks’ common law wife, the tes- 
timony reveaied, once risked death by 
smallpox to save him. 

Hendricks was stricken with smallpox 
and conveyed to a farm he owned. She, 
in the face of protestations, volunteed 
to become his nurse, and her care and 
love conquered in the fight with death. 

William Hendricks was a Fort Worth 
Saloon man and died during the present 
year. Following his death the plaintiff, 
claiming to be his wife under the com- 
mon law, asked to be appointed adminis- 
tratrix, but her appointment was op- 
posed by J. J. Hendricks and wife, who 
asked that J. J. Hendricks be appointed 
administrator. The County Judge named 
A. D. Carpenter, who is holding the 
property subject to decision in the case. 

Relatives Claim Estate. 

Following the appointment of Carpen- 
ter as administrator, Margaret L. Hen- 
dricks filed suit for the property, bas- 
ing her claims on an alleged contract 
made with the deceased to live to- 
gether as man and wife so long as they 
should live. 

This contract is alleged to have been 
entered into at the town of Bowie, Tex., 
in 1902, after which time she and Will- 
fam Hendricks came to Fort Worth, 
where she alleges they acquired by pur- 
chase and their efforts the praperty de- 
scribed in the petition, and that it is 
community property, one-half belonging 
to her because it {is community property, 
and the other half also, because en- 
dricks died without any children. The 
pigperty is both real and personal. 

The defendants deny that there ever 
was a common-law marriage contract 
and declare that they as next of kin are 
entitled to the property. There was no 
witness to the alleged common-law con- 
tract other than plaintiff and Will Hen- 
dricks, and when at the beginning of 
the trial it was proposed to show the 
contract by the testimony of the plain- 
tiff, the~ presiding Judge ruled that 
such evidence was not admissible, thus 
compelling the plaintiff to establish said 
contract by corroborative evidence. 

This has been attempted by evidence 
showing that Will Hendricks introduced 
her as his wife, kept house with her, 
and had her mother in the house with 
them In Fort Worth. e 


Woman Weeps on Stand. 


The evidence of the defense so far has 
been directed to show how those who 
know both the plaintiff and Will Hen- 
dricks regarded the relationship that 
existed between the two. So searching 
was the evidence on this point wrung 
from the plaintiff under a_ scathing 
cross-examination, that sobs choked her 
utterance and tears freely flowed.

MRS. BRYAN SURVIVED PLAGUE 


She and Sister Passed Through 
Cholera Epidemic in 1849, 


Mrs. Elizabeth Martha’ Bry an, 8&7 
years old, mother of W. J. §. Bryan, 
principal of the Central High School, 
who died at her home, 5834 Labadie ave- 
nue, Wednesday, after an illness of 
three days, had been a resident of St. 
Louis for three-quarters of a century.
